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CIGARETTE SMOKING AND CRIME 


The judge of a juvenile court in Wisconsin declares that every 
boy brought before him has the evidence of being a cigarette smoker 
upon his fingers. He says that he is satisfied that cigarette smoking 
has much to do with the delinquencies of the youths and that he is 
going to punish smoking with thirty days in jail if he can bréak it 
up no other way. 

There is little doubt but that’ the experiences of the judge in 
Wisconsin can be duplicated by any judge handling a similar class 
of cases in the country and it is only a few years since the State 
School department published a pamphlet setting forth the results 
of its investigations on the subject among the students in the public 
schools: 

In not a single case was a cigarette smoker a success in his class, 
and while sume of them naturaly stood higher in their studies than 
ethers, none was as high as those who did not use tobacco, and none

nothing, and that no one of any standing will touch is given. The 
bill to cripple the Railroad Commission is a bill of that sort and it 
bears the name of Owens.

was able to make anything like the average showing for the class. 
In fact the standing of the entire class was relatively lowered by the 
fact that it contained cigarette smokers. If that be true it is nat- 
ural to suppose that since cigarette smoking lowered the mentlity of 
its votaries, it would have the same effect of their morals because 
those of low mentality are never examples in morality, and that 
therefore there is a very clear and decided connection between cig- 
arette smoking and crime. 

Of course the evil effects of smoking cigarettes does not ex- 
tend to adults in the same degree, any more than the use of intox- 
icants is as injurious to adults as to juveniles, but nevertheless the 
harm to children is so great that the law is fully justified in putting 
a stop to the use of tobacco, just as it endeavers to do to liquor, 
when the smoker is under twenty-one. 

It is true of course that there is a law against the sale of tobacco 

* to Juveniles but the boys who want to smoke have no trouble in se- 
curing all the tobacco they want, and the fault does not lie with the 
dealers but with others. 

Any teacher can very easily see whether his pupils use cigarettes 
Any parent can even more easily do the same thing, and if the stand- 
ing of the boys who smoke is compared with those who do not we 
venture the assertion that the Richmond schools will show the-same 
results as those we mentioned above. 

The boys who hang around pool rooms, who are busy doing 
nothing, who get into trouble are as we have pointed out all among 
the cigarette smokers, in fact a certain justice of the peace was so 
well convinced that a cigarette smoker was an idler that when one 
was brought before him on the charge of vagrancy he always 
looked at the fingers and if the tell tale stains were on the prisoner’s 
digits thirty, sixty or ninety days was his allotment. 

Parents should not overlook the importance of stopping this 
vice before it injuries the mentality and perhaps physical and moral 
character. It is so easy to detect, and the importance of stopping 
it is so great that there is no excuse in the teacher's or parent’s 
neglect to at least warn the youth who has started to be a cigarette 
fiend. 


ALAS POOR OWENS 


Only a few days remain before the Honorable James (. Owens, 
state senator from the Ninth District will be out of office. A week 
from next Tuesday is the eventful day when the champion of the

and thirty-one absences from roll call. 

Senators who dodge so many roll calls are not looked upon 
with much favor by their colleagues.

THE BIGOTRY OF SCIENCE 

It is amusing to note the announcement of the Association of 
Astronomers that Father Ricard can not join their organization be- 
cause he is not a scientific man.

They have the two best telescopes 
in the world, and they are the recipients of the bounty of two mil- 
lionaires, because another man has advanced another theory, which 
has at least the justification of plausibility, but which they were 
not fortunate enough to discover themselves, they try to insult him 
by their pettiness in excluding him from their society. 

We do not know if the theory of the sun spots will prove to be 
correct, only time will do that, but it certainly has seemed to be jus- 
tified by results of predictions predicted upon it, but to say that its 
author is not scientific is to write the person making the statement 
down an ass. 

Personally it would seem more than likely that the theory is 
correct because of the very fact that the other astronomers, whom

How to gét those large grants di‘ 
vided against the will of the owners, 
who. were so rich and. powerful, was 
indeed a most perplexing question to 
those’ poyerty-stricken settlers in 
that new land. Luckily, however, a 

W copies of a little book published 
by Henry George, entitled “Progress 
and Poverty,” found their way to 
that new world. It ppinted out to 
those ambitious: world builders thé 
remedy, and they grasped it at 
oneé./ They at first reduced the tax 
rate on personal property and im- 
provements one half. 

This brought a measure of relief 
as the land speculator. had to shoul- 
der a larger proportion of the bur- 
den. This encouraged the settlers 
also, as that tax could not be shifted. 
{The land owners had it to pay to 
prevent ‘it being*sold for taxes. The 
next move was to strike the other 
half from the improvements also. 
This left the single land tax. This 
was fought by the landlords through 
all the courts in Australia, and won 
by the people. An appeal was taken 
to! the highest court.-in England, 
where the law was sustained — that 
the people had a right to tax them- 
selves anyway they saw fit. 

In other words, home rule in tax- 
ation, just such as the people of 
California are asking for now. Aus- 
tralia’s big fight was then won. The 
people wanted rights of way, also, in 
and through those large tracts for 
highways and by-ways, for reservoir, 
sites, public parks, etc., but how to 
; t them without paying four prices 
‘| perplexed them again. Land owners 
are much the same everywhere; 
whenever the public needs a Piece of 
land for:a school site or park, tun- 
nel or what not, that Particular land 
becomes very valuable. 

But, those bush-rangers figured it 
out if we can’t. As nothing but land 
was taxed, each land owner must, 
under oath, be his own assessor and 
Place a value on each subdivision of 
his land for taxing purposes. They 
then put a rider on top of that, that 
the public, for all public purposes, 
could exercise the right of eminent 
domain by the simple act of taking 
any land the public needed by paying 
the owner 10 per cent above his val-
